Jewes of Moravia, living upon the Frontier ef 
the Realm of Hungaria , who belonged to the 

_ Gerrmane Emperor , ſummoned a meeting to con- 
fult about the aforeſaid matter of their Meſsiah's 
not coming,as was exptHted ; and finding no foun- 
dation in the Scripture to owh any ſuch + 
did joyntly and unanimonſly relinquiſh that their 
groundleſs aſſertion, and not onely ſo, but did- with 
the like unanimity confeſs and atknowledge , that - 
lefus Chriſt, whom the Chriſtians worſhipped, was 
the true Meſsiah, and that none other was to be 
waited upon or expeFted, until his ſecond coming 
to judge the quick and the dead : And thereupon 
they were ſprinkled according to the cuſtome of the 
P apiſts, unto whoſe Religion they betsok them: 
ſelves; which when I underſtood, 1 made the like 
attempt my ſelf, but inaſmuch as 1 was fo narrowly 
watched as aforeſaid, 1 therefore reſolved to travel 
mtoſuch a place where I might perform the ſame

God, to take a Voyage to this bleſſed and proſperous

renown in thoſe parts, but being informed that he 
was departed from thence towards the Army of the 


Duke Leopoldus., which was m Flanders, I 


thereupon reſolved to go. for Antwerp. , where I 
was no ſooner arrived, but I fell fick of a:Feaver , 
during which my reſiding there, one of the Palers, 
as they there call a Jeſuite, hearing that I was a 
Jew, and newly come-to that Town, with another 
young man my Fellow-Traveler, who was alſo-a 
Jew, he comes to our lodging to inſtruFt.-us in. the 
Chriſtian Faith or Religion , perſwading us ex- 
eeeding much to be Baptized , promiſing that he 
would afterward inſtru#t us throughly in the ſame; 
but we purpoſed not tohave tarryed there in hope 


of bis inſtrutions-in their belief, our reſolutions be- 


ing for England; But it pleaſed God fo to.qncreafe 
my ſickneſs, as-tbat we were forced to abide there; 
which the aforeſaid Teſuite perceiving, would never 
leave perſwading us , until be had overcome us; to 


be ſprinkled, which they call Baptiſm, which-in-

® deed ſuited then with our preſent condition we be- 
ng but Infants in the knowledge of Chriſt, and not 
in the leaſt acquainted with ſuch ſtrong men in

to England;fince which I have utterly diſclaimed © 
that aforeſaid ſprinkling which they call Baptiſm, 
being now fully ſatisfied from the Scriptures , that 
my Saviour Jeſus ( briſt was not Baptized in ſuch 
a-manner, but by going down into the water , and 
ſo being there waſhed by dipping, (which the Ori- 
ginal word imports ) he is ſaid to come up out of the |
